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Manor House bosses to restore features in £2.5m works

MULTI-MILLION pound res¬ 
toration plans have been re¬ 
vealed for one of Sandwell’s 
busiest visitor attractions. 

Heritage bosses want to uncover the 
Manor House Museum’s unique origi¬ 
nal features which have been covered 
up through the decades. 

They expect to spend between £2.5 million 
and £2.75m on restoration work and will be 
submitting a bid for lottery funding. 

The Manor House in Hall Green Road is said 
to be one of the most important surviving me¬ 
dieval timber-framed buildings in the Midlands. 

It was originally built by Richard de Marn- 
ham in the 1270s but in more recent times it 
has had several uses including being used as a 
tenement building for people to live in and, fol¬ 
lowing restoration in the 1950s, it was leased 
by Ansells Brewery in 1961 and run as a pub 
and restaurant. 

It opened as a visitor attraction to be run by 
Sandwell Council’s museum service in 2010. 

Detailed plans for the restoration work are 
currently being drawn up ahead of the lottery 
funding application being lodged later this year. 

Alterations 

Sandwell museums manager Frank Caldwell 
said that some of the original features that have 
been lost during alterations made to the build¬ 
ing over the decades will be restored. 

This includes a priest hole which was con¬ 
verted into staff toilets for the restaurant. 

“We are looking to remove the alterations 
which were not done very sensitively in the 
1960s. The people of West Bromwich are very 
fortunate to have this wonderful house on their 
doorstep and we want to show it off the very 
best we can. 

“We are working to submit a lottery bid to¬ 
wards the end of the year. We expect that to 
get the house into a good state we will need be¬ 
tween £2.5m and £2.75million,” he added. 

Staff are aiming to create a special archive 
celebrating the 800-year-old site and have ap¬ 
pealed for people’s memories of the site. 

Meanwhile work is poised to start on a 
£125,000 project to restore the rare viewing 
tower at the 500-year-old Oak House in West 
Bromwich. Major repairs are needed to repair 
the crumbling belvedere at the Grade II-listed 
Tudor house. 

Sandwell Council is in the process of appoint¬ 
ing a contractor with work expected to start 
within weeks. 

Work is needed to repair the tower’s timber 
structure and the exterior wall panels, which 
have been rapidly deteriorating.

Aldi store to be built 

ALDI will open a new store in Oldbury in 
October, it has been announced, with 
bosses due to start recruiting workers. 

The budget supermarket will be built on 
vacant land off Wolverhampton Road, cre¬ 
ating 40 jobs. Sandwell Council said a re¬ 
cruitment fair will take place at the Ramada 
Oldbury on July 2 between 4pm and 8pm. 

The 4,114 sq ft store will have a 115- 
space car park and is being built opposite 
the town’s Asda supermarket. 

Councillors gave the scheme their back¬ 
ing in February.

Pregnant smoker 
figures backlash 

HEALTH chiefs have spoken of their 
concerns after it was revealed one in 10 
mothers-to-be in Sandwell are smoking 
throughout their pregnancy. 

Andrew Harkness, consultant in 
public health at Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Clinical Commissioning 
Group said it could have ‘serious’ 
consequences for both the mother 
and baby. He added that advice was 
given to all mothers-to-be and free stop 
smoking services were available.

A SCHOOLBOY from Tipton discov¬ 
ered he had a flair for poetry after being 
named the winner of a competition. 

Amari Wilson was among around 150 
Year 7 pupils from the RSA Academy in 
Tipton who penned poems. 

The 12-year-old then had to read out 
his work after it was chosen among the 
nine best poems.

“All of the pupils did very well but 
Amari was just a little bit ahead. There 
was a lot of emotion that went into the 
poem.”

Slip road to remain 
closed for months 


ROADWORKS on the M6 slip 
road at Junction 9 will now carry 
on until November - overrunning 
by five months. 

The Junction 9 southbound slip 
road at Wednesbury has been closed 
since January, causing long tailbacks 
on connecting roads and neighbouring 
junctions. Highways chiefs said prob¬ 
lems with corrosion to steel beams is 
far greater than anticipated. 

A spokesperson said: “Following our in¬ 
itial investigations, we have had to extend 
the duration of these works. 

We have found clusters of damage around 
the loadbearing supports and joints. The lo¬ 
cation of these necessary repairs is proving 
to be more challenging than we had antic¬ 
ipated. 

“As a result these works are now ex¬ 
pected to be completed in November 2015. 

“We appreciate that this will come as a 
disappointment, but we have to complete 
these repairs to ensure the integrity of the 
bridge deck and the safety of the travelling 
public. 

Repair 

“We are aware of the disruption these 
works are causing and will continue to li¬ 
aise, and collaborate with local authorities 
to co-ordinate our traffic management with 
other works where we can.” 

The re-waterproofing repair work 
stretches to the M5 link at West Bromwich 
with similar work taking place north of Bir¬ 
mingham and at spaghetti junction. 

The work has caused traffic chaos for 
shoppers going to the Gallagher Retail 
Park which is home to Ikea, PC World and 
Furniture Village, while commuters say 
they have been hit by delays on 

routes to work during busy rush hour 
periods. 

The Highways Agency say the slip road 
has been closed for the duration of the 
scheme to help keep traffic moving and re¬ 
duce congestion. 

Sandwell councillor Bob Lloyd, who 
represents the Wednesbury South ward, 
said the repairs seem to be ‘never-ending.’ 
“This is not the first delay we have had,” he 
said. “It just seems strange that a slip road 
no more than a quarter of a mile long can 
take so long to resurface.”

Watson sets 
out his stall 
to fight in 
deputy race 

TOM Watson has pledged to speak up 
for the West Midlands if he is made La¬ 
bour’s deputy leader - and is running 
his campaign from West Bromwich. 

The MP has taken space, funded by 
donations to his campaign, above the 
Premier Inn in West Plaza in the town’s 
high street. 

Mr Watson, who represents West Bro¬ 
mwich East, is one of the frontrunners 
for the post after winning the backing 
of dozens of MPs. If he wins he will take 
over from Harriet Harman, who is cur¬ 
rently the party’s acting chief. 

Mr Watson said it was a ‘myth’ that 
the Labour party was ‘run by the un¬ 
ions’ and discussed how he planned to 
investigate the loss of five million La¬ 
bour voters since 2005. 

He also wants to find out why so many 
people have supported UKIP and urged 
his party to ‘listen’ with ‘humility’.” 

Mr Watson, who was elected in 2001 
and took over from Peter Snape, also 
intends to use his seat at Labour’s top 
table to champion the West Midlands. 

“For me having a voice at the top table 
means I could speak up for this region, 
for modern manufacturing, for modern 
skills to give proper apprenticeships, 
standing up for a regional transport sys¬ 
tem that needs renewal,” he said. 

Mr Watson, who is up against Caro¬ 
line Flint, Stella Creasy, Angela Eagle 
and Ben Bradshaw, said he will continue 
to speak out on child sexual exploitation. 
He first raised the possibility of a paedo¬ 
phile ring involving the rich and power¬ 
ful from the back benches. “I still have 
a responsibility to a number of survivors 
who bravely came forward but wish to 
remain anonymous,” he said.

The driver of the car, a woman in her 
60s, and her passenger, a man in his 60s, 
were both treated by medics for chest 
pain. 

All three were taken to the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital Birmingham.

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First phase 
of flooding 
defences is 
on the way 

THE first phase of a £20 million 
scheme to protect 1,400 homes and 
businesses in Sandwell and Birming¬ 
ham against flooding, is to get under 
way next month. 

The Environment Agency’s plan 
will also reduce the risk of flooding 
in Sandwell Valley and protect well- 
known working farm attraction, 
Forge Mill Farm, from damage. 

Thousands of visitors a year visit 
the beauty spot and the farm near 
the RSPB lake near the River Tame. 
Bosses at the agency have previously 
identified the need to have improved 
flood defences on the river. They say 
around 1,408 properties are at a po¬ 
tential risk of flooding. 

The first stage of work to strengthen 
the flood defences and river embank¬ 
ments is taking place in Perry Barr 
and Witton starts in July. The second 
phase which is work in Sandwell Val¬ 
ley and includes increasing the capac¬ 
ity of the existing water storage area 
at Forge Mill. 

Environment officials say this will 
enable water to remain in this area 
away from homes and businesses. 
Detailed plans for this stage, expected 
to start next year, are being drawn 
up and a planning application will be 
submitted to the council. 

Environment Agency spokesman 
Tania Phillips said: “We are design¬ 
ing a flood scheme on the River Tame 
which will protect 1,400 homes and 
businesses along the river from Forge 
Mill in Sandwell Valley through Perry 
Barr and Witton finally to Hurricane 
Business Park near Bromford. 

College Ofsted 
rating is down 

BIRMINGHAM Metropolitan College 
has been told standards require im¬ 
provements following its latest Ofsted 
inspection. 

The college, which has its James 
Watt campus, in Great Barr, has 
slipped from its level two rating of 
good four years ago. Ofsted inspectors 
visited the college last month. It has 
now been told it is rated at level three 
and ‘requires improvement’. 

They say standards must rise in 
the quality of teaching, learning and 
assessment and the effectiveness of 
college’s leadership and management. 

College leaders acknowledged the 
need for improvements. The college 
also has campuses in Birmingham, 
Brierley Hill, Stourbridge and Kid¬ 
derminster.

Fake ambulance linked to drugs ring

THIS fake ambulance was used to 
allegedly smuggle 270kg of drugs 
into the West Midlands by criminals 
posing as paramedics, it has been re¬ 
vealed. 

Cocaine, heroin and amphetamine 
bags were hidden behind interior 
panels, in cupboards and under the 
floor of the vehicle, along with three 
holdalls of ecstasy pills, the National 
Crime Agency said. 

Officers, who called the plot ‘au¬ 
dacious’, said two men in paramedic 
uniforms arrived in Birmingham in 
the ambulance on Tuesday morning 


and were met by two other men. All 
four were arrested at a car park on 
Hill Street, Smethwick, when officers 
moved in. Two men from London 
have also been arrested. 

Brent Lyon, from the NCA’s Armed 
Operations Unit, said: “This was an 
audacious plot. 

Attention 

“We believe the two men in the am¬ 
bulance posed as paramedics to avoid 
unwanted attention when entering 
the country through Harwich. 

“Our officers were ready and wait¬ 


ing though and stopped the drugs 
from being distributed to crime 
groups across the country.” Dutch 
nationals - Olof Schoon, aged 37; 
Leonardus Bijlsma, 55; Dennis Voge- 
laar, 28 and Richard Engelsbel, 50 - 
were charged with drug offences and 
appeared at Birmingham Magistrates 
Court last Thursday morning. 

All four have been remanded in 
custody until July 2 when they will 
appear at Birmingham Crown Court. 

The two men from London have 
been bailed pending further enquir¬ 
ies. 


Keep this shoplifting 
pair out of our stores 


TRADERS have welcomed a ban 
handed to a thieving mother and 
son from the Black Country that 
stops them from shopping together. 

Ninder Johal, president of the Black 
Country Chamber of Commerce, said 
shoplifters like Janet Rollinson and son 
Stuart Round were a scourge on firms. 

The pair have been labelled a ‘thorn in the 
side’ of retailers by police because of their shop¬ 
lifting. They have now become the UK’s first 
relatives to be banned from shopping together 
after stealing from stores around the Black 
Country. 

Their raids included making off with £1,000 
of clothes from Next in Wednesbury, while 
Round also walked out of Wordsley’s Sains- 
burys Local with eight steaks stuffed down his 
pants and Rollinson put chocolate in the same 
hiding place. 

Mr Johal has welcomed the ban to protect 
businesses. “It is important they make a profit 
so that they are able to invest back into the 
business and enable further employment. 
Theft cannot be condoned and the long-term 
effects are the disadvantage to those people 
who truly work hard legally,” he added. 

Sneaked 

Eve O’Connor, centre manager at the Corn- 
bow Centre in Halesowen, where Round has 
been banned from entering the Asda store, 
said: “We would support any action that the 
police feel is necessary to reduce crime in the 
areaPolice revealed the pair had stolen from 
Tesco Express in Kent Street, Upper Gornal, 
on April 14 before making off with £1,000 of 
clothes from Next in Wednesbury two days 
later, having sneaked behind a counter to de¬ 
tag items. 

Round walked out of Wordsley’s Sainsburys 
Local on May 25 with eight steaks stuffed down 
his pants before also grabbing bottles of spir¬ 
its from Asda Netherton on May 27. Rollinson 
was shown on Asda CCTV the same day taking 
security tags from four bottles of Jack Daniels 
before walking off without paying. 

In addition to their shopping bans, Rollinson, 
aged 51, of Forge Road, Stourbridge, was jailed 
for 28 weeks and Round, 26, of Wavell Street, 
Quarry Bank, for 36 weeks. 

Rollinson admitted three charges of theft 
and Round admitted five. Rollinson’s order 
runs for two years while Round was handed an 
order lasting five years.

ONE in 10 mothers-to-be in Sandwell are smoking 
throughout their pregnancy, new figures have re¬ 
vealed. Figures, which cover Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham, show 10 per cent of women were lighting 
up during the nine months - an increase of 0.4 per 
cent. The national average is 11.4 per cent. 

Across the Black Country, Cannock and Stafford, 
2,773 women were recorded as smoking at the time 
of birth in 2014/15, leading to fears unborn babies are 
being caused serious harm. 

Sandwell’s director of health, Jyoti Atri, said: “We 
have been working closely with Sandwell and West 
Birmingham NHS Trust to actively identify pregnant 
smokers. They have recently introduced routine car-

bon monoxide tests for pregnant women and this is 
probably why we have seen a recent increase.” 

According to the latest figure from the Health and 
Social Care Information Centre, 18.8 per cent of 
mothers in Wolverhampton are smoking - up from 
18.7 per cent in the previous 12 months. 

Wolverhampton North East MP Emma Reynolds 
said she could not understand why so many more 
pregnant women smoked in the city. “It’s extremely 
worrying and the council, local politicians and the 
NHS all need to do what we can to raise awareness of 
the dangers,” she said. In Dudley, the percentage of 
pregnant women smoking is 15.7 - down from 16.1 - 
and in Walsall it is up from 13.7 to 14.7.

died at the scene. 

The 46-year-old 
Polish national 
was cycling home 
to Handsworth, at 
around 6.50am on 
June 10 after finish¬ 
ing his night shift. 

Mr Kasprzak leaves his partner and 
a two-year-old child. 

Sergeant Alan Wood, from West 
Midlands Police’s collision investi¬ 
gation unit, said: “A number of wit¬ 
nesses have already come forward and 
supplied us with valuable information. 
This is a difficult time for the family 
and our thoughts are with them.”

MOTORISTS were caught up in long 
delays following two crashes, includ¬ 
ing one which closed part of a motor¬ 
way for almost three hours. 

Delays stretched back for miles on 
both sides of the M6 from junction 
seven at Great Barr following a crash 
last Thursday lunchtime. 

A lorry and car crash blocked all 
three lanes of the southbound side, 
sending queues back towards junction 
10 for Walsall and Wolverhampton. 

One person was cut free from the 
car and suffered head and facial inju¬ 
ries.

Jail on hold for addict with loot 


A DRUG addict who offloaded 
£10,000 worth of camera equipment 
as well as jewellery that was stolen 
in two separate home raids has been 
spared an immediate jail term. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard that Rebecca O’Leary played 
the role of a ‘stooge’ to get rid of the 
plunder from burglaries in Oldbury 
and Northfield, Birmingham, last 
year. Mr Paul Farrow, prosecuting, 


said ‘a large amount’ of jewellery was 
stolen from a home in Great Stone 
Road, Northfield, on September 26. 

Then on November 11 the home 
of a photographer was raided in 
Oldbury, he said. On that occasion 
£10,000 worth of specialist camera 
equipment was taken. O’Leary, aged 
32, sold the camera gear to electron¬ 
ics retailer CeX in Northfield for just 
over £1,900, said Mr Farrow. 


The mother-of-two also sold two 
gold rings to a jewellers for £150. 
Staff at both stores contacted the po¬ 
lice after they became suspicious that 
the items may be stolen, the prosecu¬ 
tor continued. 

She was subsequently arrested and 
questioned by police. The court was 
told that O’Leary gave the proceeds 
from selling the loot to her friend and 
was given £50 in return. Mr Simon 


Rippon, defending, said O’Leary had 
acted ‘stupidly’ out of loyalty to a 
friend. O’Leary, of St Josephs Ave¬ 
nue, Northfield, admitted two counts 
of handling stolen goods. 

Recorder Mr Shamim Qureshi 
sentenced her to 12 months in jail, 
suspended for two years and she was 
also placed under supervision for two 
years and ordered to pay £535 costs 
and a victim surcharge of £80. 


Geoff is riding high 
after Paris challenge

Enthusiast John's club is off to a flier

EX-WOLVES star Geoff Thomas has 
been resting up this week after he 
and his 200-strong team of riders 
successfully completed their 310- 
mile cycling challenge to Paris. 

An emotional Geoff was glad to sip a well-de¬ 
served glass of beer after an epic four-day cycle 
ride that raised a staggering £500,000 arriving in 
the French capital on Sunday afternoon. 

The riders had set off from Greenwich Park, in 
London on Thursday and among the team were 
Baggies keeper Ben Foster and Wolves club pho¬ 
tographer Sam Bagnall. Also taking part were 
England under-20s coach Aidy Boothroyd, for¬ 
mer Crystal Palace winger John Salako, ex-Bir¬ 
mingham City defender Darren Purse and Gary 
Lineker’s son George, also a leukaemia survivor. 
Geoff was also joined by his daughters Madison 
and Georgia, and his wife Julie. 

The team cycled around 80 miles a day over the 
course of the challenge. 

Speaking in Paris after completing the ride, 
Geoff Thomas said: “These four days have been 
absolutely fabulous. Since my illness, I can’t pro¬ 
duce tears and I was grateful for that at the finish 
because I would have been a blubbering mess. 

Thousands 

“Riding with my family, I really started to fill 
up at the end. I’m so proud of these three girls. 
They’ve been with me all the way through my 
battle and they’ve done fantastic.” 

He also paid tribute to his fellow riders who 
have been helping to raise flmillion for Cure 
Leukaemia with the London 2 Paris and the up¬ 
coming Le Tour - One Day Ahead, which will see 
a select group of fundraisers tackle the Tour de 
France route just 24 hours before the real race. 

Geoff said of the London to Paris ride: “All of 
these people have been raising funds for Profes¬ 
sor Charlie Craddock, which will bring new hope 
to leukaemia patients. So effectively there’s al¬ 
ready thousands that have been helped by the 
money they’ve raised. 

“If we can build on it, and keep beating that 
drum, we’ll try and eradicate this disease because 
there are some great people that we’re funding.” 

As the riders were pictured celebrating in the 
shadow of the Eiffel Towel, the L2Prevolution 
Twitter account tweeted, “The L2P party is in 
full swing beneath the #EiffelTowerParis”, while 
Ben Foster was also pictured toasting his arrival. 
Riders also took to Twitter to voice their delight 
at finish the mammoth challenge. 

George Lineker tweeted: “No idea how I did it 
but I’m buzzing!”

Victim of 
attack left 
hurt after 
swearing 

A MAN who swore at his 80-year-old 
mother in a pub was left with a bro¬ 
ken ankle after he was attacked by a 
man who took offence at his abusive 
language, a court heard. 

Gregory Norton had been drinking 
heavily when he took umbrage to a 
foul-mouthed punter at the Prince 
Albert in Sams Lane, West Brom¬ 
wich, on February 14, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court was told. 

The 23-year-old repairman admon¬ 
ished his victim before he followed 
him outside and struck him with a 
single blow to the head, causing the 
man to topple over and break his 
ankle. Mr Paul Farrow, prosecuting, 
said the complainant accepted he had 
sworn during a conversation with his 
mother and another elderly woman. 

“The defendant took exception and 
warned the man not to swear in front 
of women,” he said. “When the de¬ 
fendant left the pub he was followed 
by Norton. He hit him very quickly. 
The victim fell to the floor and others 
came forward to stop the attack.” 

When police arrived at the scene 
Norton approached an officer and im¬ 
mediately admitted what he’d done, 
Mr Farrow added. 

Norton, of Holyhead Road, Wednes- 
bury, admitted wounding. He was 
jailed for nine months suspended for 
two years. He was also ordered to 
complete 100 hours of unpaid work, 
pay £700 compensation, £300 costs 
and a victim surcharge of £100. 

Norton was also banned from at¬ 
tending the Prince Albert pub in 
Sams Lane for 12 months.

He then watched as the car and 
one of the vans drove to a meeting in 
nearby Wolverhampton and followed 
them into Willenhall town centre. 

Mr Johnson had noted the registra¬ 
tion numbers of the two vehicles and 
alerted the police. Officers stopped 
the BMW and arrested the four men 
travelling in it. The car was driven 
by 34-year-old Costica Tuiu-Mandoiu 
and the passengers were his brother 
Leontin, 25, Marius Boros aged 21 
and 45-year-old Costica Caldare. 

It was later found parked in the 
area. Inside was a sat nav with the 
address of the burgled premises pro¬ 
grammed into it, a cigarette butt with 
the DNA of Boros. The Tuiu-Man¬ 
doiu brothers from Kenilworth Road, 
Boros of Nineveh Road and Caldare 
who was living in Perrott Street, all 
admitted burglary and each was jailed 
for ten and a half months.

£350k one-stop shop due for council 


A ONE-STOP shop for council servic¬ 
es will be created in Tipton under new 
£350,000 plans. 

The Tipton Local Centre in the 
town’s High Street is currently home 
to teams from Sandwell Council’s 
housing services where tenants can go 
to pay rent and receive advice. 

But following an extension, the plan 
is for other services to be based at 
the centre including adult’s services, 
children’s service, police and neigh¬ 
bourhood services. To carry out the 
construction, the building will need to 
be closed for five weeks. 


Adrian Scarrott, neighbourhood’s 
director at Sandwell Council, said: 
“The purpose of this project is to co-lo- 
cate teams into one location so that a 
holistic service approach can be pro¬ 
vided on a local basis. 

“Consultation has taken place with 
the local teams and with adult’s ser¬ 
vices, children’s services and the 
police to ensure all parties have had 
input into how services will be deliv¬ 
ered.” Once completed the facility will 
be considered one of six town-based 
local centres across the borough cov¬ 
ering the Princes End, Tipton Green 


and Great Bridge wards. By hosting 
several services at the same site the 
idea is to improve information sharing 
between departments. 

Work would be carried out from 
August 17 until December 4 with the 
five week closure expected to be from 
around November 9. During the clo¬ 
sure employees would be based at 
nearby offices and conduct surgeries 
at other local facilities. 

The council would also seek to have 
a more visible presence out on estates 
during this period with home visits 
available if required for vulnerable 


customers. Sandwell Council’s cabinet 
will be asked to approve funding for 
the scheme at its meeting on Wednes¬ 
day. 

In a report put to councillors, of¬ 
ficers state they attempted to find 
other buildings in Tipton at which to 
fulfil the ambition of a multi-service 
local centre but the ‘only real option’ 
was the extension of the existing High 
Street site. Sandwell Council also 
has local centres at Oldbury Council 
House, Smethwick Council House, 
Wednesbury Town Hall and in High 
Street, West Bromwich.

A group of Black Country 
artists have found solace in 
their chosen hobby, according

THEY are ordinary people who 
paint purely for the joy of it and now 
members of a weekly art group 
have been given their moment in 
the spotlight. 

Their work was the main attraction at 
a week-long exhibition at the Wednes- 
bury Museum and Art Gallery, which saw 
members of the public invited in to see 
the talents of the group for themselves. 

The group meets every Tuesday at the mu¬ 
seum and is made up primarily of people with 
no artistic background. 

Among the members is Bob Barnett, from 
West Bromwich, who signed up to give himself 
something to do after he was paralysed from 
the waist down following an operation to re¬ 
move a tumour on his spine. 

Bob’s stunning recreation of a photograph 
featuring John Lennon’s reflection on the win¬ 
dow of a building in Liverpool was part of the 
collection that went on display. 

Wheelchair 

The 64-year-old said he hadn’t picked up a 
paintbrush since his school days before joining 
the group seven years ago. 

Bob, who lives in Kent Close, Black Lake, 
was at a low ebb after being left in a wheel¬ 
chair, following the operation in 2000. 

He said: “I came out of hospital and my 
world was upside down. I had nothing to do. 
Then I saw a bit in the paper about Wednes- 
bury Art Museum opening an art club. 

“I hadn’t painted since school. I had always 
been interested in art and I’ve really enjoyed 
rediscovering it.” 

Bob’s painting of the Beatles icon took 
around three weeks to complete. 

He was modest about his efforts. “I would be 
nothing without the internet,” he said. 

“I am able to find photos and blow them 


up, then it’s a lot easier to paint.” A variety 
of artwork went on show, including paintings 
of landscapes, historic buildings, people and 
flowers. 

There are 13 members of the painting 
group, with a similar number also meeting on 
Wednesdays and Thursdays, with artists given 
the opportunity to display their talents in an 
exhibition every two months. 

Museum assistant Catherine Melnik, who 
organises the exhibitions, said: “The art group 
has been going for quite a long time and a lot of 
the members wanted people to see their work. 
The artists also sell their pictures as well. 

“There are a lot of museums that aren’t 
open all the time in Sandwell and we wanted 
to show people there is still a lot going on.” 

“A lot of the artists are proud of the work 
they do and want people to see it.” 

Most of the artists are pensioners and the 


group provides them with something to do 
with their time. 

Catherine said: “The majority of them have 
either never painted or it is something they 
enjoyed at school. 

“A lot of them are in the older age bracket - 
our oldest member is 90. 

“It is something people have either had a go 
at for the first time and found out they have a 
talent for it or it’s something they enjoyed as 
a child and they have taken the opportunity to 
show their skills.” 

Abilities 

Catherine said the group are normally given 
free-rein over what they paint. 

“There are a variety of abilities and there is 
something for everybody. 

“We don’t dictate what people paint, they 
are free to develop their style and go down

their own path,” she said. Bob says the paint¬ 
ing group has had a major impact on his life 
and believes he wouldn’t be able to keep up the 
hobby at home without the camaraderie among 
members. 

He said it provides him with much more 
than a chance to pick up the paintbrush. 

He said: “It wouldn’t be the same without 
the atmosphere and being able to talk to every¬ 
body. 

“At home you would always find something 
else that needs doing - and it would be messy.” 

Catherine added: “Some of them live by 
themselves and art is special for them, some¬ 
thing they are into. 

“We go to meals, always have a big Christ¬ 
mas party and have visited other art museums.

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Teenagers should 
have a say on EU 


A MAJORITY of MPs vot¬ 
ed against giving 16 and 
17-year-olds a say in the EU 
Referendum and I’m strug¬ 
gling to understand why. 

This might be a last flash of 
youthful angst, the dying embers 
of aspiration or, as The Who might 
have put it, a teenage wasteland. 

But I really don’t see why 308 
MPs, a majority of 41 who took part, 
thought that the under 18s did not 
deserve a shot at shaping the country 
they are going to have to spend (for 
most of them) the rest of their lives in. 

The slightly surly argument is that 
before the age of 18 people can have 
sex, get married, join the army and 
learn to drive - all of which are things 
that result in either the creation of 
life or the responsibility of bearing the 
risk of ending someone’s. 

Restrict 

This falls down a little, of course. 
For a start, soldiers must be 18 to 
actually go to war. And marriage can 
only happen earlier than that with the 
permission of parents. 

We could start listing all the other 
things the under 18s can’t do as well - 
buy alcohol, cigarettes, fireworks and 
so on - and give that as a reason not to 
extend the vote.And we could use the 
argument that turnout among young 
people, particularly the 18 to 24 age 
group, is already pitifully low when it 


Rapist gets 10 years for 
attack on dog walker 

A RAPIST who attacked a wom¬ 
an with learning difficulties as 
she walked her dog in a Wolver¬ 
hampton park has been jailed for 
10 years. 

Ashley Yates threatened his victim 
with the words T will see you again’ 
after the brutal attack. 

The father-of-one, whose criminal record 
includes indecent exposure and indecent 
assault, struck as his victim was walking 
on May 3 last year. Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard how the 31-year-old was uri¬ 
nating when his victim passed by and told 
him he should not be doing that in public. 

Miss Samantha Crabb, prosecuting, said 
Yates then followed her, forced her to her 
knees and made her perform a sex act. He 
also indecently assaulted her. 

Flashbacks 

The victim told the jury: “He grabbed me 
and told me to shut up.” Miss Crabb added: 

“She raised her voice and kept saying ‘leave 
me alone’. At one point he put his hand 
over her mouth. She was crying.” 

The court heard how the rape had had 
a long-lasting effect on the victim, who 
still suffers daily flashbacks. Judge Amjad 
Nawaz said: “She was telling you ‘no’ but 
you were overtaken by your sexual desire. 

You then gave a clear indication that you 
would seek her out again and this must 
have frightened her out of her wits.” 

Yates, of Mark Road, Wednesbury, origi¬ 
nally denied oral rape and indecent assault 
but was found guilty following a trial. 

Judge Nawaz sentenced him to 10 years 
in prison with an extended four-year pe¬ 
riod of licence after release. Miss Jabeen 
Akhtar, defending, said Yates had a low IQ. 

She added: “It was an opportunist crime. 

It was appalling behaviour for which he 
did not have the courage to accept his guilt 
until after being convicted which was very 
late in the day.”

17-year-olds to vote in elections as a 
whole, for giving those citizens the 
right to vote in this referendum. 

“Their future is directly at stake.” 

On the subject of the EU Referen¬ 
dum Bill and the ‘yoof vote, Pat Mc¬ 
Fadden had to respond to perhaps the 
most bonkers argument ever for deny¬ 
ing it to under 18s. 

Labour’s Barry Sheerman, MP 
for Huddersfield, said letting 16 and 
17-year-olds vote would ‘shrink child¬ 
hood’ and even added: “The move to 
have adults at 16 will make a lot of 
young men and women more vulnera¬ 
ble to sexual predation.” 

Mr McFadden replied: “All I would 
say to you is maturity is not an exact 
science.” Neither, it seems in Mr 
Sheerman’s case, is saying things in 
Parliament that aren’t a bit bonkers.

Crocs away as Michael's 
snappy model launches 


WITH its sharp teeth, scaly 
skin and menacing eyes 
peering out of the water - a 
strange new water-faring 
beast has been spotted in a 
West Bromwich pool. 

But anyone who sees something 
lurking from the surface of Dart¬ 
mouth Park’s pool should not be 
trying to find Crocodile Dundee 
for help. 

Instead a remote-controlled head of 
the reptilian swimmer which has been 
spotted making its way through the 
waters, is actually the latest ingenious 
creation of a model boat maker. 

Michael Wheal is more used to cre¬ 
ating replicas of well known ships 
from history and literature which can 
cost hundreds of pounds to make. 

But he says his crocodile, made for 
less than a tenner, is the one to cause 
the biggest stir among onlookers. 

“People do take a second glance 
when they see it. It has been getting 
quite a reaction,” Mr Wheal, of Ridge¬ 
way Road, Tipton, said. 

Ornament 

The father-of-three is a member 
of Sandwell Model Boat Club which 
holds regular gatherings at the pool in 
Dartmouth Park, West Bromwich. He 
spotted the crocodile head, which is a 
pond ornament, online on Amazon and 
had a novel thought to make it into a 
model boat. 

He paid just £2.50 for the plastic 
reptile, originally designed to stop ice 
forming across a garden pond. 

Mr Wheal says with a busy family 
home he hasn’t got a workshop to 
spend time making his models. 

So instead he takes up space in the 
kitchen or bedroom to put together the 
intricate creations. 

He lives with his partner Sue, who 
he has been with for 15 years, and

their children Millie, three, two-year- 
old Joseph and Charlotte, who is two 
months old. 

The crocodile, measuring around 12 
inches by six inches, is made from solid 
plastic but has a foam material inside. 
Looking for the perfect-sized haul for 
the vessel, he found his children’s plas-

tic boat used at bath time would do the 
job. He cut a hole with a Dremel tool 
to make room inside to attach a small 
bracket to hold the croc in place. 

The small battery three volt motor 
then sits inside the crocodile before it 
is sealed up. It is radio controlled and 
had a range of around 200ft which can 
make it halfway across the park’s pool. 

Larger models that the 47-year- 
old has made include a replica of the 
doomed Titanic ship. 

“I think I’ve had some jealous looks 
as some people have spent hundreds of 
pounds on their models but my model 
is getting the attention and it only cost 
a tenner,” he said. 

The model boat club which has al¬ 
most 50 members meet on Wednes¬ 
days and Saturdays in the park and 
sometimes travel to other waterways.

Police chief Chris to leave 


THE top police officer 
in the West Midlands is 
to step down after six 
years in the post. 

Chief Constable Chris 
Sims will retire aged 56 
from the police service ear¬ 
ly next year. 

He has held the role since 
June 2009 and had previously 
been Assistant Chief Constable 
for West Midlands Police and 
Chief Constable at Stafford¬ 
shire Police. He said: “It’s been 


a fantastic privilege to lead this 
force through six challenging 
years. 

“I want to reassure people 
that I will use the remaining 
time I have in West Midlands 
Police to make sure the tran¬ 
sition to the next Chief Con¬ 
stable is as smooth as possible 
and that we don’t take any 
break on our journey to being 
the best force in the country.” 

The announcement comes as 
Mr Sims outlines a programme 
to overhaul how the force op¬ 
erates by 2020. He had also 


raised concerns at speculation 
that the police could face more 
cuts on top of planned savings 
of £120 million over four years. 

Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson will 
now begin the process of choos¬ 
ing a replacement.

Sandwell and Wolverhampton councils have been identified as 
among the worst in the country for oversized KS1 classes, with 18.2 
per cent of Wolverhampton schools being over the legal limit and 15.9 
per cent in Sandwell. The shocking figures have been revealed in the 
- 2015 school census.

Teachers union bosses have de¬ 
scribed the statistics as ‘extremely 
worrying’ and have called on the Gov¬ 
ernment to assist local authorities in 
creating new school places. 

Four schools across Sandwell are in 
the top 10 list of schools with the larg¬ 
est average KS1 classes: Sacred Heart 
Primary in Tipton, Annie Lennard 
Infant School, Lightwoods Primary 
and Old Hill Primary, all with average 
class sizes of 31. 

NUT branch secretary Martin 
Lynch, said: “We are concerned when¬ 
ever classes even approach 30 pupils. 
The attention each child gets is com¬ 
promised as classes get larger.” Earlier 
this year the Local Government Asso¬ 
ciation revealed that by 2017 there 
would not be enough reception places 
for youngsters in Sandwell and Wol¬ 
verhampton. Sandwell is also attempt¬ 
ing to cater for increased numbers of 
pupils. 

Six new classes are being built at 
Holy Trinity Primary in West Brom¬ 
wich, with the number of pupils at¬ 
tending the school expected to increase 
by nearly 22 per cent in September, 
from 396 to 479. Plans have been sub¬ 
mitted for eight extra classrooms at 
Greenholm Primary School in Great 
Barr, where an extra 180 pupils are 
expected to join for 2015/16. 

And Abbey Infant School in Smeth¬ 
wick and Yew Tree Primary School are 
set to be rebuilt.

Taskforce is 
set up over 
mutilations 

A NEW taskforce, the first of its 
kind in the West Midlands, has been 
launched aiming to end the illegal 
practice of female genital mutilation. 

Officials gathered at Sandwell 
Council House to announce plans of a 
new bid to eradicate the practice and 
protect young girls and women. 

The West Midlands Police and 
Crime Panel announced the regional 
task force that will work to better 
co-ordination of agencies. 

Police, councils and the office of 
the West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner David Jamieson came 
to together to make the pledge last 
week. A report commissioned by the 
police and crime panel says much is 
going on across the region to tackle 
FGM. 

But different areas and organisa¬ 
tions are at different places to deal 
with this form of child abuse. 

Nine recommendations and five key 
steps have been made by the report 
which included recommending creat¬ 
ing the new taskforce. 

The report says: “We call upon all 
relevant authorities, including those 
involved in law enforcement, the jus¬ 
tice system and public health, to do 
everything in their power to protect 
young girls from this life-endanger¬ 
ing, health-threatening crime. We 
also call for appropriate support for 
women and girls who are victims.”

Youngsters celebrate group's 100 
years of scouting around region 


FROM cooking and climbing 
monkey poles to raising funds 
and recycling - a West Midlands 
Scout group has celebrated 100 
years of its history with past and 
present members. 

Scores of well-wishers have marked 
the centenary of the 2nd Brownhills 
Scout Group - with a collection of old 
photographs from across the years on 
display at its HQ. 

Presentations were made and awards 
were handed out at a special event recently, 
while celebrity survival expert and Chief 
Scout Bear Grylls even forwarded a certifi¬ 
cate of congratulations in recognition of the 
occasion. 

The celebrations were held at its head¬ 
quarters on Barnetts Lane, which has been 
the group’s home for last last 29 years. 

Current chairman Clive Wright, aged 74 
and from Highfield Road in Burntwood, 
joined the Scout group as an 11-year-old

and has been involved ever since. He fea¬ 
tures in the pictures climbing a monkey 
pole with his fellow Scouts on a trip to the 
Isles of Scilly in the 1950s. 

He said: “We have had our ups and downs 
over the years, like any organisation really, 
but we are going strong at the moment and 
the future is looking bright.” 

Starting with around 30 boys in 1915, the 
2nd Brownhills Scout Group now has 70 
members and a waiting list for its Beavers, 
Cubs and Scout sections. 

The youngsters made an igloo out of milk 
bottles, a mock-up campsite and composed 
their own song for last Thursday’s anniver¬ 
sary commemoration. 

But the real celebrations for them started 
the following day as they went for a three- 
day expedition to Beaudesert Scout and 
Guide Camp at Cannock Chase. 


Mr Wright said: “We had about 150 
people at Thursday’s event and everyone 
seemed to enjoy it. 

“Ex-members brought old photos and 
there was a lot of reminiscing going on and 
laughter, and the children had their own 
anniversary camp the following day, which 
meant the hall was not packed with current 
members.” 

He said there have been lots of memora¬ 
ble occasions over the years - and said the 
construction of the Scout hut in Barnetts 
Lane was one of the most important, after 
years of moving from place to place. 

Significant 

He said: “We’ve have had around half 
a dozen homes in our history including 
church halls and the like, but building our 
own headquarters was really significant for 
us.” 

The project to build the hut began in 
1984. The Scouts raised a massive £10,000 
towards the building - with the remainder 
paid for by crime reduction charity Nacro, 


on the understanding it could also use the 
facilities. Mr Wright added: “We were in 
limbo for a long time and there was a lot of 
uncertainty but everyone showed the will 
to carry on. 

“The Scouts is very important for people 
growing up. It brings shy children out of 
themselves and it keeps the older kids off 
the streets and out of trouble. 

“We offer a varied programme and chil¬ 
dren get a good mix of leisure activities and 
life skills from the group. The movement is 
certainly strong at the moment.” 

Ironically, the only real issue currently 
facing the 2nd Brownhills at the moment 
is the same problem which affected it in its 
first year - a lack of Scout leaders. In 1915 
most of them were called up to serve in the 
First World War. Currently the group’s Ex¬ 
plorers section for 14 tol8-year-olds has no 
leader and the group is eager to find some¬ 
one to take on the role.

ONE of the best kept secrets in theatreland will be revealed 
at Wolverhampton’s Grand Theatre when The Mousetrap by 
Queen of Crime Agatha Christie arrives on tour.

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Such a Magna-ficent city with 
historical Lines to royal charter 


EIGHT centuries after the sealing 
of Magna Carta by King John in 
Surrey, there are only four known 
surviving copies in existence. 

Two belong to the British Library and one 
to Salisbury Cathedral. The fourth, owned 
by Lincoln Cathedral, is now on permanent 
display in a new exhibit at Lincoln Castle. 

Lincoln is very much at the centre of 
renewed interest for the document signed 
in 1215. Translated as The Great Charter, 
Magna Carta established the principle that 
everybody, including the king, was subject 
to the law. Magna Carta remains a corner¬ 
stone of the British constitution to this day. 

Visitor numbers for Lincoln are on the 
rise, and not just because of its links to 
the world famous charter. There is plenty 
more to the city. My son and I stayed at The 
White Hart, a traditional hotel with a mod-

ern twist and stunning views of both the 
cathedral and newly restored castle walls. 

Our suite was a tasteful combination of 
both old and new. This is the case through¬ 
out the lovely hotel, including the superb 
Grille restaurant on the ground floor. 

Transformed 

Following a hearty breakfast we made 
our way on foot the short distance to the 
castle. Under the direction of Mary Powell, 
programme manager of Lincoln Castle Re¬ 
vealed, the historic site has been spectac¬ 
ularly transformed. Visitors can now take 
part in the Lincoln Castle Wall Walk, aided 
by an electronic audio guide. 

The site is also home to two former pris¬ 
ons, one from the Georgian period, another 
from the Victorian era. Both provide a fas¬ 


cinating addition to the castle and offer an 
unusual trip through the centuries. 

My son Matthew, who is keen on history, 
was particularly taken with the Victorian 
prison chapel and enjoyed dressing as an 
inmate. 

However, it is the Magna Carta Visitor 
Centre, now home to the famous document, 
and Charter of the Forest, which is draw¬ 
ing crowds. The visitor centre also includes 
a ‘wall of words’ translating the script to 
modern English and a large curved cinema 
screen to tell the document’s story. Copies 
of the shields of the 25 barons who were 
present at the sealing of Magna Carta are 
displayed too. And the latest attraction is 
a Saxon sarcophagus discovered on an ar¬ 
chaeological dig in the castle grounds con¬ 
taining the 1,000-year-old remains of its 
occupant. 

A highlight for many visiting the city will 


be its wonderful cathedral, where guide 
Colin Hill brought the site to life. Build¬ 
ing commenced in 1088 and continued in 
phases throughout the medieval period and 
was for the best part of 240 years the tallest 
building in the world. 

Visitors can also marvel at the services 
chapels, one of each dedicated to the Army, 
RAF and Navy, while for those who enjoy 
all things relating to military history, a 
visit to The Museum of Lincolnshire Life 
is a must. 

Venture into the city centre and head 
for The Fossdyke Canal Trail which runs 
alongside the Fossdyke Navigation. Walk 
or cycle towpaths, or relax in style on a 
water taxi ride from Brayford mooring to 
the Pyewipe Inn for a tasty meal. Alterna¬ 
tively, take a leisurely cruise on the Bray¬ 
ford Belle. A fabulous way to round off a 
memorable trip.

Bikes, to an even greater extent 
than cars, are very much a matter 
of personal choice: one size cer¬ 
tainly doesn’t fit all. 

Some riders love their big, beefy cruis¬ 
ers, others their nippy, cheap to run 
jam-busters for the commuter run. Then 
there are those addicted to the power of 
the lightning fast supersports machines. 

Some riders dream of a ‘stable’ of bikes, to 
choose from as the mood takes them. 

But there are a handful which can turn that 
dream into some sort of reality: one machine, 
a bike for all reasons. 

High on that list is Honda’s CBF1000, an 
economical yet powerful performer which is 
equally at home in town traffic, on the motor¬ 
way or eating up the miles as a two-up tourer. 

And perhaps above all, it’s among the most 
comfortable of bikes for riders of a range of 
sizes. So much so that after a 200+mile trip 
around Wales I arrived home thinking:’Where 
can I go now?’ I wanted more, and that’s per¬ 
haps the best reference for any form of trans¬ 
port: Not just getting there, but enjoying the 
trip too. 

The CBF1000 uses a retuned version of the 
legendary fuel injected, four cylinder engine 
as the legendary, race-bred Fireblade. 

While it produces less power overall 
(106bhp) what it has is more easy accessi¬ 
ble and tractable for the road rider. It’s been 
retuned to perform better at low to medium 
revs, with maximum torque of 96Nm for ex¬ 
ample, available at a relatively low (for a bike) 
6,500rpm, compared to 10,500 for the ‘Blade. 

If you’re a bit lazy (like me} it means your 
left foot isn’t constantly going up and down 
through the six gears to cope with the variety 
of road and traffic conditions we meet in every¬ 


day riding. You can, for example, roll comfort¬ 
ably through a village, sticking to the 30mph 
limit, and once on the other side accelerate 
away in a convincingly brisk manner. 

The same is true of overtaking, although 
changing down even one gear is enough for 
a surge which will mean you’re safely back 
on your own side of the road in a couple of 
breaths. 

The power/torque band is such that the 
typical 40 to 60mph overtaking band is spec¬ 
tacularly quick. In fact without the benefit of a 
big digital speedo it would be easy to hold the 
throttle open just a fraction too long and find 
yourself in the A-road danger zone. 

Deceptive 

Yet it isn’t just the CBF’s performance, it’s 
the way that it does it. It’s impressively smooth 
and quiet so as to be almost deceptive. Even 
at low, in-traffic speeds the fuel injection sys¬ 
tem lacks any tendency to snatch which can 
be a feature of some models, especially those 
which are more highly tuned. 

Tipping the scales at 242kg (plus luggage) 
the CBF hides its weight well, a tribute to its ex¬ 
cellent balance. It doesn’t feel unwieldy crawl¬ 
ing in traffic, as some big cruisers can, but re¬ 
ally feels at home on the open road, sweeping 
through bends with the consummate ease of 
a sports machine, It’s ability to maintain pace 
through the twisty bits is a source of pleasure, 
enabling the rider to pick and hold the perfect 
line. 

The suspension plays its part here too, pro¬ 
viding a first class compromise between dyna¬ 
mism and ride comfort. It sits between a wal- 
lowy cruiser and a firm (sometimes bouncy) 
supersport machine. 

This latest CBF still has the three position, 
adjustable screen of its predecessors, but it’s 
larger and has been reshaped, as has the bi¬ 
kini fairing, Riding with the screen in its high¬ 
est position it was buffet-free even at motor- 


fine day that augers well for protection in wet 
weather, too. 

The seat is height adjustable, too, so most 
riders should be able to find a good, upright 
position for control and long distance comfort, 

The instrument panel includes a clear (even 
in bright sunlight) display with speedo, clock, 
fuel gauge and tripmeter on either side of the 
analogue rev counter. 

Even the pillion passenger gets a com¬ 
fortable, generously-sized seat and, with the 
optional top box fitted to the test bike, a nice 
padded backrest, The deluxe touring version 
also comes with panniers (which are available 
in a variety of sizes). 

The CBF’s brakes are more than a match for 


the bike’s performance, with only the lightest 
pressure needed to scrub off excess speed in 
short order. 

This comes courtesy of two 296mm discs at 
the front and a single 240mm disc at the rear. 
The option of Honda’s combined ABS system 
(standard on flagship models) will ensure sta¬ 
bility even if you do need to do some heavy 
braking. 

The CBF has a 19-litre fuel tank, including a 
four litre reserve, which gives you a reasona¬ 
ble range based on my 50 to 55mpg average, 

Such an easy bike to ride makes the CBF 
an ideal introduction to the pleasure and sat¬ 
isfaction of the one-litre class: I’ve rarely felt 
more relaxed on a bike. 

But it would be a mistake to classify it as 


a ‘beginners’ machine’ in this top echelon of 
bikes. It’s real-world performance will be more 
than enough for all but the hardcore rider - in 
fact it’s the chosen machine of at least one 
race school. 

For comfort it compares well with a dedi¬ 
cated touring machine and pillion passengers 
in particular will appreciate having something 
far more comfortable than a small square of 
hard plastic to sit on if you’re contemplating 
something more challenging the a ride outto 
the local cafe. 

The CBF is a true all-rounder, equally adept 
at relaxed, cruiser-style riding or as a ‘flick it 
through the bends’ sportster when the mood 
and conditions allow. 

Prices start from £9,599.

308 GT is 
Peugeot’s 
flagship

SOME like it hot when it comes to Peugeots, 
note the 205 GTi and the 208 GTi. 

So it should be no surprise to see the firm’s small 
family car the 308 gets a piece of the action. 

The 308 is a fine looking car in its own right, but with the 
spiced up GT as its flagship, it gets a bit of extra bling, badg¬ 
es and performance, both the hatchback and estate. 

Despite the sporty makeover, the car remains a hugely 
practical economical compact family car, with the estate 
tested here just as good looking as the saloon, in common 
with many estates these days. 

With a choice of petrol or diesel engines available, and 
tweaked, lowered suspension, both deliver warm rather 
than hot-hatch performance. 

Squaring the circle of performance with economy is never 
going to be easy, but both the 1.6-litre petrol and two-litre 
diesel engines offer decent economy and lowish C02 emis¬ 
sions, with the efficient diesel tested here being particularly 
frugal. 

Despite being able to propel the car from 0-60mph in just 
8.4 seconds, it has claimed fuel economy of nearly 70mpg 
and very low emissions of 107g/km, making it a very attrac¬ 
tive fleet car option. 

They are not cheap, but are impressively equipped with 
standard kit which would bump up price of cheaper com¬ 
petitors. These include high-end items like radar parking 
sensors with rear camera and head up display as well as 
the usual array of gadgetry you would expect on a car in the 
mid-£20,000 bracket. 

It is very sylish featuring all-LED headlamps, with LED 
daytime running lights and LED indicators and the signature 
lion badge can now be found on the grille, breaking slightly 
with the corporate Peugeot floating grille seen across the 
range. 

Sporty side skirts have been added as you move around 
the car towards the rear where where twin exhausts com¬ 
plete the sporty look. This is all topped off by striking 18-inch 
alloy wheels with fluted spokes and engraved motif. 

Peugeot interiors are now up there with the best and the 
GT features exclusive touches with high-quality finish up¬ 
holstery in anthracite with red stitching around the dash¬ 
board, door panels, gear lever gaiter and floor mats. 

Aluminium detailing on the pedals, coupled with stainless 
steel sill finishers in the door apertures, add the finishing 
touch. It also features the now familiar neat and sporty steer¬ 
ing wheel, also finished with perforated leather trim and fea¬ 
turing the GT badge. 

The dash and controls are simple and easy to use, fea¬ 
turing the firm’s, decluttered layout of the dash with touch 
screen, controlling functions like climate, sat nav and info¬ 
tainment, with easy to read dials in the binnacle. 

The four-cylinder 2.0-litre BlueHDi 180 diesel engine also 
offers a high level of performance and great pulling power 
with a maximum torque of 400Nm at 2,000rpm making it an 
easy car to drive on the motorway. It is coupled to smooth 
shifting six-speed automatic gearbox. 

Standard kit also includes the Driver Sport Pack, which 
delivers raspier exhaust note, red display when switched to 
sport mode; instrument panel that displays the power and 
torque delivered, more responsive power steering, accel¬ 
erator pedal mapping and operation of the gearbox, with 
steering wheel-mounted control paddles. 

While not breathtaking performance, these enhance¬ 
ments plus the sportier suspension deliver and enjoyable 
drive, but just as importantly a comfortable ride when the 
sport mode is disabled. 

Being an estate the stowage area is large, particularly 
with rear seats folded flat, but is also well-shaped with easy 
access for smaller people and other stowage areas abound 
through the cabin. 

All Peugeots have high levels of safety kit and the GT in¬ 
cludes all round airbags, assisted braking and stability con¬ 
trol, plus Isofix child anchor points. 

It’s expensive, but offers a comprehensive range of equip¬ 
ment, is hugely practical - and it sure looks good.

Back in the heady days of the late 
1960s my late best mate was of¬ 
ten the centre of attention in his 
gleaming Viva so I wonder what 
he would have made of today’s 
reincarnation of the old Vauxhall 
favourite. 

His souped-up model had the lot in¬ 
cluding wider wheels and even go-fast- 
er stripes and we enjoyed many a mo¬ 
toring adventure on the country roads 
of Mid Wales and Shropshire. 

Sadly my pal Clive died in a motoring 
accident but I think he would have been 
impressed with the makeover Vauxhall has 
unveiled to his prized possession - even if 
it no longer suits drivers looking for thrills. 

The name vanished but is now back in 
showrooms as a city car segment compet¬ 
itor, representing value for money as Vaux-

hall bosses recognise the needs of the cau¬ 
tious, price conscious motorist. Viva fits the 
bill perfectly and is the epitome of value for 
money with prices starting at under £8,000, 
with even the top-spec model coming to the 
showroom at less than £10,000. 

Even the basic SE getting five seats, elec¬ 
tric front windows, cruise control and a trip 
computer. The top-spec SL gets climate con¬ 
trol, Bluetooth and alloy wheels and you only 
£2,000 more. 

Viva joins Vauxhall’s growing small-car 
family, which already includes ADAM and 
Corsa, but is clearly defined from these mod¬ 
els by its value, range and dimensions. 

There’s no mistaking Viva is a Vauxhall as 
the latest model in the range to display the 
company’s sculptured design philosophy. 
Three strong feature lines swoop down the 
sides with the signature ‘blade’, seen previ¬ 
ously on Insignia and GTC, slicing through 
the doors. The two others run through the 
front and rear door handles while the front 
end features a distinctive winged chrome bar 
that presents the Griffin badge. 

This design is a great looking feature 
but you do wonder what the cost of repairs 
would be to any damage to the side panels. 

Large headlights and taillights are added 
to create a design that shows a lot of atten¬ 
tion to detail for a vehicle in this class. 

Under the bonnet of all models you will 
find the same 1.0-litre three-cylinder engine, 
with 74bhp and 95Nm of torque while the 
SE models get ecoFLEX trim, adding low 
rolling resistance tyres as well as front and 
rear spoilers, dropping C02 levels below the 
road tax threshold. The one-litre engine is 
part of Vauxhall’s large-scale engine offen¬

sive, which started last year and will bring 
17 new powertrains to market before 2018. 

The 1.0-litre ECOTEC (75PS) is the base 
engine of a new generation of small Vaux¬ 
hall petrol engines. The next more power¬ 
ful version is the 1.0 ECOTEC Direct Injec¬ 
tion Turbo that has been available in ADAM 
and Corsa with an output of either 90PS 
or 115PS. Vauxhall says all models will do 
60mpg on the combined cycle though on 
test it was closer to 50mpg. 

Inside there’s plenty of room for four 
people and a 206 litre boot which would 
not pass the golf club test. It’s comfortable 


enough up front, though there’s only tilt 
adjustment to the steering column which 
means sliding the seat in and out or up and 
down is the only way to get cosy. 

It’s always a risk when a manufacturer 
resurrects a model but the new Viva is so 
far removed from its predecessor it doesn’t 
really matter. 

The three cylinder engine lacks a bit of 
firepower but this Viva is aimed at a motor¬ 
ist with economy in mind rather than mph. 

With ADAM and Corsa already out there 
Vauxhall will have to be careful not to be¬ 
come recognised as a small car producer.

TIM SHERWOOD’S rebuilding programme at Villa 
Park has started with the capture of England inter¬ 
national Micah Richards. 

The defender, who can play right-back or cen¬ 
tre-back, has signed a four-year deal with the club, 
reportedly worth £65,000 per week. 

Richards returns to Birmingham, the city of his 
birth, after a spell on loan at Italian club Fiorentina 
from parent club Manchester City, where his con¬ 
tract came to an end this summer. West Ham, Sun¬ 
derland and Stoke City were among a host of clubs 
battling for the 26-year-old defender. 

Leandro Bacuna and Alan Hutton have been shar¬ 
ing the right-back spot since Sherwood took over in 


February, the latter appearing in the FA Cup final 
thrashing against Arsenal. 

Richards’ first goal for City came against Villa in 
2006 and he went on to appear 179 times for the 
Citizens. He won two Premier League titles at the 
Etihad, as well as the FA Cup and League Cup. 

During Manuel Pellegrini’s first season at the 
helm he appeared only 10 times, losing his place in 
the side to Pablo Zabaleta. 

He was promptly loaned out to Serie A outfit Fior¬ 
entina for 2014/15, where he featured 19 times in all 
competitions. 

Richards made his international debut in Novem¬ 
ber 2006 against the Netherlands and has won 13 


caps to date. Manager Tim Sherwood said: “I’m re¬ 
ally pleased to get Micah on board and I’m sure he 
will prove to be an excellent signing for the football 
club.” 

The two parties agreed terms recently, but with 
Richards on holiday it held up the completion of the 
deal. 

Skipper Fabian Delph has been rumoured with a 
move to City - Pellegrini’s side are in need of Eng¬ 
lish players to meet the homegrown requirements 
for European competition. 

Any approach for the recent England interna¬ 
tional, however, will rest with the City boss missing 
out on primary transfer targets.

Besiktas board member Ahmet 
Urkmezgil claims the club have received a bid 
of 14 million euros from Chinese side Shanghai 
Shenhua for Ba, who seems certain to leave Tur¬ 
key this summer after a dispute with the club. 

“Nothing has been agreed yet,” said Urk¬ 
mezgil. “The Chinese side wants him and have 
made us an offer of 14 million euros but nothing 
has been finalised as of yet.” 

Splashed 

Albion are willing to match the Chinese bid, 
which equates to around £10m. That would 
eclipse the down-payment splashed out last sum¬ 
mer on Brown Ideye - the overall club-record 
£10m figure depends on add-ons which have yet 
to be triggered. 

But the real key to the Ba deal is likely to be 
personal terms. 

The Baggies are ready to push the boat out to 
persuade the Senegal international to sign, but 
with Shenhua and wealthy clubs from the Middle 
East also in the mix, they could still be gazumped 
on wages. 

They still hope, however, that Ba’s desire to 
return to the Premier League will work in their 
favour with sources close to the player already 
indicating he is reluctant to move to China. 

James McClean has become Tony Pulis’s first 
signing of the summer and he is now keen to land 
Matty Phillips from QPR. 

McClean ended last season as Wigan’s leading 
scorer and cleaned up in the club’s end-of-season 
awards. 

Pulis also wants to strengthenthe back, with 
QPR’s Steven Caulker and Hull’s James Chester 
among the centre-backs under consideration. 


CRAIG Cunningham had to go on the defensive 
with a cut but made it through his eight-round¬ 
er in Birmingham on Saturday night, writes 
Craig Birch. 

The Midlands middleweight champion, an 
Oldbury-based Brummie, was back in action 
on Tommy Owens’ show in the Holte Suite at 
Villa Park. 

In the other corner was Marcus Le Doux, 
who he traded two-to-one knockdowns with 
when outpointing him in a previous meeting 
two years ago. 

This time they stayed on their feet, but the 
fight changed when Cunningham was sliced on 
the right eyebrow from a clash of heads early 


on. That forced him to operate on the back- 
foot protecting the wound for the second half 
of the fight and affected his performance. Le 
Doux claimed two round rounds on the way but 
the area boss was better in half of the distance, 
plus two drawn sessions with referee Martin 
Williams. 

Cunningham had his hand raised by 78-76 
after the final bell but was underwhelmed by 
his display, even if it did rid him of ring rust 
ahead of a planned autumn title defence. 

He said: “It was hard boxing on through 
blood. I thought, at one point, they might have 
even stopped the fight.” 

“It put me off my game.” 


Moxey voted 
on to Football 
League board 

Wolves chief executive Jez Moxey has 
been elected on to the Football League 
board. 

After a vote of Championship clubs, 
Moxey - who has been at Wolves for 15 
years - joined Brighton chief executive 
Paul Barber to represent the division on 
the board. 

There are 10 members on the board, 
led by chairman Greg Clarke. 

Moxey said: “It is a privilege and hon¬ 
our to have been voted onto the Football 
League board by colleagues from Cham¬ 
pionship clubs. 

“I look forward to working with the 
chairman, CEO and the other directors 
of The Football League. 

“I will do what I can to provide posi¬ 
tive support, help and guidance on the 
various issues and challenges that the 
League faces. 

“Part of the role is to protect and pro¬ 
mote the interests of the Championship 
as well as the league as a whole and I will 
always keep the clubs at the forefront of 
my thinking.” 

Middlesbrough’s Keith Lamb is the 
other Championship representative on 
the board. 

They join Football League chief ex¬ 
ecutive Shaun Harvey, independents 
Richard Bowker and Debbie Jevans, 
Millwall’s Andy Ambler Scunthorpe’s 
James Rodwell and Oxford’s Ian Lena- 
gan. 

Ambler was re-elected after Millwall’s 
relegation from the Championship. 

Clarke said: “It gives me great pleas¬ 
ure to welcome Jez and Paul onto the 
board and to welcome Andy back. 

“Each of them has enormous experi¬ 
ence in professional football, as well as 
being widely respected by our clubs. 

“I very much look forward to work¬ 
ing with all three of them in the period 
ahead.” 

Let Benteke go if he 
wants -Cascarino 

FORMER Villa striker Tony Cascari¬ 
no believes the club should cash in on 
Christian Benteke - if the Belgian wants 
to leave. 

Villa remain hopeful Benteke will sign 
a new contract, although it is believed 
the big striker will refuse to extend his 
current deal at Villa Park. 

Cascarino poured scorn over the sup¬ 
posed £32.5m buyout fee in Benteke’s 
contract, saying clubs could be put off by 
the price given the striker’s poor form 
before Tim Sherwood’s arrival at Villa 
Park. 

“Cascarino said: “I don’t like keeping 
players who don’t want to play for you.” 
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CBF is a true all-rounder

Bikes, to an even greater extent 
than cars, are very much a matter 
of personal choice: one size cer¬ 
tainly doesn’t fit all. 

Some riders love their big, beefy cruis¬ 
ers, others their nippy, cheap to run 
jam-busters for the commuter run. Then 
there are those addicted to the power of 
the lightning fast supersports machines. 

Some riders dream of a ‘stable’ of bikes, to 
choose from as the mood takes them. 

But there are a handful which can turn that 
dream into some sort of reality: one machine, 
a bike for all reasons. 

High on that list is Honda’s CBF1000, an 
economical yet powerful performer which is 
equally at home in town traffic, on the motor¬ 
way or eating up the miles as a two-up tourer. 

And perhaps above all, it’s among the most 
comfortable of bikes for riders of a range of 
sizes. So much so that after a 200+mile trip 
around Wales I arrived home thinking:’Where 
can I go now?’ I wanted more, and that’s per¬ 
haps the best reference for any form of trans¬ 
port: Not just getting there, but enjoying the 
trip too. 

The CBF1000 uses a retuned version of the 
legendary fuel injected, four cylinder engine 
as the legendary, race-bred Fireblade. 

While it produces less power overall 
(106bhp) what it has is more easy accessi¬ 
ble and tractable for the road rider. It’s been 
retuned to perform better at low to medium 
revs, with maximum torque of 96Nm for ex¬ 
ample, available at a relatively low (for a bike) 
6,500rpm, compared to 10,500 for the ‘Blade. 

If you’re a bit lazy (like me} it means your 
left foot isn’t constantly going up and down 
through the six gears to cope with the variety 
of road and traffic conditions we meet in every¬ 


day riding. You can, for example, roll comfort¬ 
ably through a village, sticking to the 30mph 
limit, and once on the other side accelerate 
away in a convincingly brisk manner. 

The same is true of overtaking, although 
changing down even one gear is enough for 
a surge which will mean you’re safely back 
on your own side of the road in a couple of 
breaths. 

The power/torque band is such that the 
typical 40 to 60mph overtaking band is spec¬ 
tacularly quick. In fact without the benefit of a 
big digital speedo it would be easy to hold the 
throttle open just a fraction too long and find 
yourself in the A-road danger zone. 

Deceptive 

Yet it isn’t just the CBF’s performance, it’s 
the way that it does it. It’s impressively smooth 
and quiet so as to be almost deceptive. Even 
at low, in-traffic speeds the fuel injection sys¬ 
tem lacks any tendency to snatch which can 
be a feature of some models, especially those 
which are more highly tuned. 

Tipping the scales at 242kg (plus luggage) 
the CBF hides its weight well, a tribute to its ex¬ 
cellent balance. It doesn’t feel unwieldy crawl¬ 
ing in traffic, as some big cruisers can, but re¬ 
ally feels at home on the open road, sweeping 
through bends with the consummate ease of 
a sports machine, It’s ability to maintain pace 
through the twisty bits is a source of pleasure, 
enabling the rider to pick and hold the perfect 
line. 

The suspension plays its part here too, pro¬ 
viding a first class compromise between dyna¬ 
mism and ride comfort. It sits between a wal- 
lowy cruiser and a firm (sometimes bouncy) 
supersport machine. 

This latest CBF still has the three position, 
adjustable screen of its predecessors, but it’s 
larger and has been reshaped, as has the bi¬ 
kini fairing, Riding with the screen in its high¬ 
est position it was buffet-free even at motor¬ 


way speeds, and while I was blessed with a 
fine day that augers well for protection in wet 
weather, too. 

The seat is height adjustable, too, so most 
riders should be able to find a good, upright 
position for control and long distance comfort, 

The instrument panel includes a clear (even 
in bright sunlight) display with speedo, clock, 
fuel gauge and tripmeter on either side of the 
analogue rev counter. 

Even the pillion passenger gets a com¬ 
fortable, generously-sized seat and, with the 
optional top box fitted to the test bike, a nice 
padded backrest, The deluxe touring version 
also comes with panniers (which are available 
in a variety of sizes). 

The CBF’s brakes are more than a match for 


the bike’s performance, with only the lightest 
pressure needed to scrub off excess speed in 
short order. 

This comes courtesy of two 296mm discs at 
the front and a single 240mm disc at the rear. 
The option of Honda’s combined ABS system 
(standard on flagship models) will ensure sta¬ 
bility even if you do need to do some heavy 
braking. 

The CBF has a 19-litre fuel tank, including a 
four litre reserve, which gives you a reasona¬ 
ble range based on my 50 to 55mpg average, 

Such an easy bike to ride makes the CBF 
an ideal introduction to the pleasure and sat¬ 
isfaction of the one-litre class: I’ve rarely felt 
more relaxed on a bike. 

But it would be a mistake to classify it as 


a ‘beginners’ machine’ in this top echelon of 
bikes. It’s real-world performance will be more 
than enough for all but the hardcore rider - in 
fact it’s the chosen machine of at least one 
race school. 

For comfort it compares well with a dedi¬ 
cated touring machine and pillion passengers 
in particular will appreciate having something 
far more comfortable than a small square of 
hard plastic to sit on if you’re contemplating 
something more challenging the a ride outto 
the local cafe. 

The CBF is a true all-rounder, equally adept 
at relaxed, cruiser-style riding or as a ‘flick it 
through the bends’ sportster when the mood 
and conditions allow.
